BRITISH BALTIC FLEET 
OF SUBMARINES BIGGER 


Copenhagen Reports That from 
10 to 25 Recently. Passed 
the Straits. 


COPENHAGEN, Nov. 22, (via Lon- 

don.)—The passage gf a.large flotilla of 
British submarines, variously estimated 
at from ten to twenty-five, into the 
Baltic is given here as an explanation 
of the recent naval-activity in the Cat- 
tegat, where- both German and British 
destroyer « flotillas have been reported as 
sighted, 

According to current reports, a pow- 
erful British squadron. convoyed the 
submarines to the entrance of the Catte- 
|gat at the Skaw, the northernmost point 
of the Jutland coast. The large ships 
stopped there, while the ‘destroyers con- 
voyed' the submarines as far as Elsinore, 
at* the narrowest. pdrt of the sound, 
whence the submarines alone proceeded 
into the ‘Baltic.

VON'RINTELEN’S ACTS' 


Alleged Passport Plotter Has Con- 
ference With Marshall on 


German Propaganda. 


Joseph.N. Proskauer of 111 Broadway, 
atterney for Andrew D.. Méloy, who is 
awaiting trial for alleged-conspiracy in 
the fraudulent procurement of American 
pasaports, said yesterday that.Meloy had 
a long conference with United States 
District. Attorney H. Snowden Marshall 
last week; and that in the course of that 
conference Meloy told the Féderal pros- 
ecutor all ‘he knew concerning German 
activities in this country. 

Meloy is a friend of Franz von Rinte- 
len, the Kaiser's friend, who now in 
the Tower of, London, and crossed to 
Europe on the.same steamer that took 
Rintelen over. 

Rintelén, who was trying to get back 
to Germany under a false American 
passport, was arrested at Falmouth by 
the British authorities. He is said to 
have been one of thé principal men in 
the German conspiracy hatched to stop 
the shipment of war munitions from this 
colintry to the Allies,”

OBJECTS TO PUBLICITY 
OF GERARD’S REPORT 


Washington Feels That His Views 
on German Prison CampsShould 
Be Kept Secret by England. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—If it devel- 
ops that. the British Governnient gave 
out ‘for publication the contents of a re- 
pert-~ made by Ambassador Gerard at 
Berlin regarding the alleged cruel treat- 
ment of British war prisoners in Ger- 
man prison camps, the United States 
may. determine that such publication is 
embarrassing, and make representations 
to prevent the publication of any similar 
report. 

The State Department ‘feels that a 
report of such a nature, made by an 
American diplomat acting for Great 
Britain, .should not be given out for 
publication. 

Officials pointed out today that the 
making public. of such reports, obviously 
of a moré or less confidential character, 
tended .to.. embarrass. American diplo- 
matic representatives, and might seri- 
ously “hamper. them.,in their work. They 
recalled. the recent ‘publication in Lon- 
don of -réports” from the American Le: 
gation at- Brussels regarding the execu- 
tion.-of Miss Edith Cavell.

DANGER FROM EXPLOSION 


Would Hamper War Shipments to 
Allies and Possibly Damage Cap- 
itol and Adjacent Buildings.

WASHINGTON ,_N ov. 22.—For the last 
twenty-four hours an unceasing watch 
has been kept or. the railway tunnel un- 
der Capitol Hill leading to Washington's 
eighteen-million-dollar Union ~ Station, 
used ‘by railways entering and leaving 
the national capital, and the watcinis *o 
be maintained-for an indefinite period. 
Special guards are refusing ‘to, permit 


any person to enter tho tunnel unless |’ 


employed by the Washington Terminal 
Company or the railways. It is. reported 
also that railroad bridges between New 
York and Washington are being guarded, 

The tunnel is being’ guarded as a pre- 
caution against::homb pletters. ‘this 
much was admitted by the terminal of- 
ficials: A.M. Keppel, General Super- 
intendent of the Terminal Company, 
which manages the station for the roads 
owning and. using its facilities, insisted 
tonight that the'guards were not. searci- 
ing for bombs and had not’ been. sta- 
tioned in the tunnel on definite informin- 
tion, that the tunnel was in danger, but 
out of ‘extra precaution ”’ so as “to be 
on the safe side.’’ He regretted that the 
facts had become:known that the tunnel 
was being guarded.

An obstruction in the tunnel would cut 
the vital of ‘connection. between 
South and North for ‘these lines.

nel, but that, in v.ew of rumors affect- 
ing the safety of the railway . bridges 
across the Delaware River at Trenton, 
it was considered wise to take extra pre- 
cautions to protect the tunnel. Mr. Kep- 
pel said his attention had been attracted 
to a spec.al' dispatch in THE -Ngew York 
TIMES yesterday morning, under a Tren- 
ton date line, saying the Delaware 
bridges had been guarded through fear 
of a plot to blow e. munition routes 
and it was this ication which ha 
led him to take*the precautions. 


Extra Guards Employed. 

It was learned that six extra men had 
been employed to guard the tunnel, and 
that in addition all the uniforméd force 
of the Terminal.Company’s police: squad 
had been sent into the tunnel on guard 
duty. William HB. Viett, Chief of the 


Terminal Police, who was formerly 
Sheriff of Montgomery County, Mary- 
land, has his entire force of policemen 
on duty in the tunnel. ‘These men were 
hustled. into the tunnel early yesterday. 
The guard was maintained all last 
night, and was continued today. 

The- tunnel runs from the new Union 
Station at First and F Streets south- 
ward and southwestward to Delaware 
Avenue and E Street, where it. emerges 
upon. a steel viaduct, which alsé is being 
guarded. This viaduct.. connects the 
tunnel with the steel railway bridge 
across the Potomac, which likewise is 
being guarded.» ‘ls believed tonight 
that the guarding .of the -Delaware 
River bridges and the tunnel at: Wash- 
ington can be -interpreted as meaning 
that all important bridges between 
Washington and New York are. being 
es geareed against ‘bomb. plot- 
ers.

BERLIN, Nov, 22:—The opening: of the 
Reichstag on Dec. 13 is looked forward. 
to. with keen interest, not only by the 
radical Socialists but also by the masses 
of the German people. . In well-informed 
quarters it is believed that it will be a 
historic ‘session, possibly the ‘most im- 
portant since the outbreak of the war. 
It is. practically certain that ‘CHancel- 
+ llr teemge soert ag maple A will deliver an 
elaborate speech at the ‘opening, and 
it is not impossible that he may say. 
something more. specific about Ger- 
many’s war aims than has beén yet 
officially put forward. In dny event, it 
is believed he will answer the peace 
talk of Lord Loreburn and of Lord 
Courtney in the House of Lords. 

The Chancellor will be in a particu- 
larly good position to speak out, as the 
National Committees of all the political 
parties have held a:meeting and Agreed 
as to the general war aims and peace 
conditions that they will stand for: Not 
the least interesting. portion of the 
Chancellor’s expected speech will ‘be 
that dealing with the food question, de- 
fending’ the- Government's emergency 
measures, and outlining the general 
trend of the Government policy in con- 
trolling distribution _and regulating 
prices. 

In his last great speech, it will be re- 
called the Chancellor referred to practi- 
cally all the other neutral countries, but 
did not mention America... It is not un- 
likely that he may now have something 
to say about the Agreement reached 
with the United States on the submarine 
war and on America’s’ note to England.

Will Provides That Living Mem- 
bers of the Family Have 
Income Only.

‘PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 22.—The huge 
estate of Peter A. B. Widener, estimated 
to be worth $50,000,000, is bequeathed 
completely to. the family of the traction 
‘magnate ard ‘financier, who. died on 
Nov. 6... Furthermore, the document 
stipulates ©. .that the public. shall- not 
know thé extent of the Widener fortune. 
New. York,\ Washington, and Phila- 


delphia have each the possibility of be- 
coming one of ‘the beneficiaries under 
the wiil, for the ‘Widener art collection, 
valued at several millions, is left in ab- | 
‘solute control of ‘the decedent’s only 
living son, Joseph E, Widener, who has 
authority to. dispose of it as he desires, 
with permission to give it.to any mu- 
seum, now or hereafter established, in 
any one of the three cities. 

The will furthermore allows the son, 
in case he decides to present the collec- 
tion to Philadelphia, to take,a sufficient 
amount from the residuary estate: to 
erect a museum suitable to form a per- 
manent home for it. 

The will, which does not contain any 
provision for the Widener Home for 
Crippled Children or any other charitable 
institution, leaves the bulk of the estate 
in trust to Joseph E. Widener, and is 
framed so that the present generation 
of heirs will derive only an income from 
it, but at the expiration of a period of 
twenty-one years after the death of alh 
the descendants now living the estate | 
is to be divided in proportionate shares 
among the heirs 

This means that it will srobably .be 
seventy or eighty ‘years before it is 
ultimately distributed. At present, be- 
sides the testator’s son, Jeseph E. Wi- 
dener, the list of heirs includes the -lat- 
ter’s two children, P. A. B. Widener, 
2d, and Josephine Pancoast Widener and 
the two children of George D. Widener, 
who are Mrs. Fitz Eugene Dixon and 
George D. Widener, Jr. - The: four 
grandchildren are all under 30 years of 
age.

FRENCH JUST TOO LATE, 


Were Within Ten Miles of Babuna 
Pass When Serbs Had to Retire.

SALONIKI, Nov. 22.—The only troops 
of the allied forces in the Balkans 
which so far have been in action are 
the French. The engagements in which 


they have fought and the positions they 
at ptesent occupy bear witness to the 
energy which General Sarrail showed 
in grappling with the eleventh hour 
situation, They are evidence, too, of 
the determination with which his sub-

Austrians Report Encountering

22; (via) Liondon.j—With the occupation |- 


of Novi Bazar by the Germans the Sah- 
jak has been almost entirely wrested 
from the Serbinns, and the fighting 
turns more and more toward the ancient 
Kossovo battlefield and around its prin- 
cipal city, Pristina. 

The troops of the central powers are 
encountering the bitterest opposition of 
the entire Serbian campaign, and every 
battle before it is won becomes a hand- 
to-hand conflict. The Serbians ap- 
parently are planning on a final stand 
on the Kossovo plain. 

As the Austro-Germans press forward 
into territory where the population is 
more friendly they are daily able to im- 
prove the conditions for caring for the 
wounded, as well as to strengthen their 
lines of communication, establish order, 
and bring about a degree of comfort 
for troops and animals, 

The Austrians and Germans estimate 
the Serbian Army still numbers between 
180,000 and 150,000, but that it is dimin- 
ishing by 5,000 men daily. 

"The Bulgarian War Ministry publishes 
the names of twelve Bulgarian officers 
now serving with the Russian Army 
who are branded as deserters. The list 
includes General Radko Dimitrieff, 
former Ambassador to Russia; Major 
Gen. Srafow, Captain Luzkanooj, and 
First Lieutenant Torkof, who challenged 
Pierre Loti, the French author, to a 
duel following the Balkan War because 
of Loti’s attacks on the Bulgarian Army. 


BERLIN, Nov. 22, (by Wireless to 
Sayville, N. Y.)—“ Despite desperate re- 
sistance by the Serbians,”” says the 
Overseas News Agency toaay, "“ Austro- 
German and Bulgarian troops are press- 
ing forward for an entrance into the 
famous Kossovo Plain. 

“ Large ions of the Serbian Army 
are now totally demoralized.

We began the 
action at night by making, with great 
bravery, numerous breaches in very 
extensive barbed wire entanglements 
defending remarkably strong enemy in- 
trenchments. At dawn our infantry, 
adequately supported by artillery, at- 
tacked the village of Oslavia and the 
heights to the northeast and southwest 
of the country lying across the route 
from San)Fioriano to Gorizia. 


Italians Carry Two More Trenches. 


The enemy offered an extremely ob- 
stinate resistance, but finally was 
driven back by the impetuosity of our 
attacks. He fled, leaving his trenches 
full of dead. We took 459 prisoners, 
many of whom were officers. Suc- 
cessive violent attacks by the Aus- 
trians advancing with shouts of 
“Savoia,”’: for the purpose of deceiv- 
ing our troops, all were repulsed with 
irresistible Oy 2 . On the heights of 
Podgora and Calvario, south of Os 
lavia, thanks to an admirable effort 
carried out uhder a formidable artil- 
lery fire, our troops took by main force 
two more lines of trenches and oc- 
cupied almost the entire length of the 
summit. 

On the Carso plateau ~~. continued 
our advance along the northern slopes 
of Monte San chele and southwest 
of San Martino, where we dislodged 
the enemy from trench after trench, 
making numerous prisoners. 

Enemy aeroplanes threw bombs yes-. 
terday on Schio (fifteen miles north- 
west of Vincenza,) wounding eight 
soldiers slightly.

Field Marshal Sir John French, in a 
report issued tonight, describes an “ or- 
ganized bombardment ”’ by the British 
guns of the German lines, and refers.

and asserting that the German ‘denial 
refers to only a part of the battlefield. 
His report reads; 


Our artillery has during the past 
four days carried out an organized 
bombardment of many portions of the 
hostile lines with great effect... The 
enemy’s artillery has been’ active 
north of Loos, east of Armentiéres; 
and east of Ypres. 

A German aeroplane landed within 
our lines southwest of Ypres on Nov.

Mr, Scott came to ee 
tet years ago as secretary to 
Washington. Later he became Secre- 
tary of the institute, and no man, it is 
said, was closer to the dead educator 
than he. Both Mr. Logan and Mr. 
Scott have a considerable ee. and 
both would be acceptable to the white 
people of the town of Tuskegee and the 
neighboring sections of the State. 

Those who know the negro race say 
Major Moton is the man best equipped 
to take Dr. Washington’s place as 
leader of the colored people. 

Major Moton’s: selection would be wel- 
comed by the Tuskegee Faculty, it is 
said, and many believe that he would be 
Dr. Washington’s own choice. He ac- 
companied the latter on many of his 
trips and filled engagements that Dr. 
Washington could not. fill. and in this 
war shared in the doctor’s labors. 

The Booker T. Washington Memorial 
Fund will be another subject taken up 
at ‘the December meeting of the board. 
There is-no doubt of favorable action 
on the project. One of the tasks of Dr. 
Washington was the raising of $200,000 
a year and this duty will devolve upon 
his successor. The purpose of the con- 
templated memorial is to honor the name 
of Booker T. Washington, and those who 
have the interests of Tuskegee at heart 
believe that can be done in no better 
way than in the creation of “a great

United States Also Turns Out Mag- 
netos Equal to, or Better 
_ Than, the. German. 





“American steel manufacturers finally 
have succeeded in equaling the best 
product of the famous Krupp works at 
Hssén, according to the report made yes- 
terday by a committee of the Aero Club 
of America, returning. from an. investi- 
gation of motor factories in the East. 

In addition to this, the report asserted 
that American:magneto makers had per- 
fected a magneto which was equal, if 
not superior, to thé best ever made in 
Germany: Hitherto the German mag~ 
netos have been the finest and most ef- 
ficient in the world, and American mak- 
ers of motors have been forced to de- 
pend on them. 

The committée, including Henry Wood- 
house, Alberto Santos-Dumont, the Bra- 
zilfan, and several other aeronautical en- 
thusiasts, spent several days in its in- 
vestigation, and returned to the city 
highly pleased over the. results. . 

In speaking-of the trip Jast night, Mr. 
Woodhouse ‘traced the history: of the 
Krupp supremacy in the manufacture of 


in types. of steel, particularly the 
Sliov: Sued ih the manufacture of crank 
8 ts. and other vital parts of ONE Ss 
where the greatest strength, combin 
with the least. weight, is desired. 5 
' “When the bar was well under way, 


he -gaid,..‘‘the American motor makers 
sudde; found themselves in a very em- 
barrassing position. The German Gov- 


ernment refused to allow the Krupp 
works to export any of their’ product. 
For years Americah manufacturers had 
depended on the Krupp works for cer- 
tain brands of > eva and suddenly the 
upply was cut off. 

. Pine Krupp works had eontracted to 
supply this country with large quantities 
of this high-power st¢éel, and now it .is 
known that this was really: done for the 
purpose of preventing the American 
manufacturers from Aattemnpting to make 
it. Of course, American manufacturers 
have never been able to compete with the 
Krupps in making this steel. That is be- 
cause the Krupp works have always re- 
ceived large subsidies from the German 
Government and have been able to de- 
velop this steel and manufacture it much 
more cheaply than any American could. 
Their prices were so low that it was im- 
possible for our steel mills to compete 
with them, and they had adn absolute 
ly. 

* The Taikoy makers were facing 
ruin of their business when they found 
that the small stocks in hand were the 
only steel that they had to go on .with, 
and ‘they issued calls for help to the va- 
rious ble steel mills. The result was 
that practically every one of the greater 
plants set to work to duplicate, if not bet~ 
ter, the German product. Some of them 
have been working for ten months, oth- 
‘ers for the last six, and after numberless 
experiments, at fewest six of the great 
mills have succeeded in turning out an 
alloy that is, if anything, superior to the 
best that ever was exported to this coun- 
try from the Krupp works, 

* Until the last few weeks the crank 
shaft and other high-grade steel turned 
out by the steel mills here were of very 
uncertain A mag ob Only about one piece 
in ten really lived up to the require- 
ments, and the motor makers were hav- 
ing an awful time with it. Now, how- 
ever, they car be sure of what they are 
‘using. You. know aviation motors are 
like the highest priced watches. One- 
one-thousandth of an inch makes all the 
difference between a motor and a piece 
o* junk, and steel that will stand the 
terrific strain is‘an absolute necessity.

BOXING TICKET REJECTED. 


Action of Harlem S. C. Failed to 
Draw Punishment from Commission. 


The, members of ,the State Athletic 
Commissjon were called upon to de- 
cide a difficult ‘problem yesterday at 
their weekly meeting, but after listening 
to léngthy arguments they left the mat- 
ter open. The question raised was 
whether the management of a boxing 
club can legally ‘reject complimentary 
tickets. ._M. Cohen appeared as the com- 
plainant and the newly organized Har- 
lem Sporting Club was placed ,in the 
position of the defendant. 

Six lightweights appeared at, the first 
show of the club last Friday night, and 
many. persons were turned away from 
the doors. A number of these had pur- 


chased tickets in advance, but were un- 
able to reach their seats owing to the 
crowded clubhouse. M. Cohen was the 

ssessor of two complimentary tickets. 
Fre presented these at’ the entrance, but 
the door tender refused to aecépt them. 
Cohen protested, and later purchased two 
five-dollar seats at the box office, which 
were accepted upon presentation. 

The fact. that he could not get inside 
the clubhouse with complimentary. tick- 
ets issued’ by the management appeared 
to Mr. Cohen as a- gross injustice and 
a case for the boxing commission. Man- 
ager John Reisler made an explana- 
tion, which did not clarify the atmo- 
sphere: The commission decided that it 
was a personal matter with the man- 
agement, and did hot come. within offi- 
cia] jurisdiction and declined to entertain 
the complaint. 

Reisler, however, was requested to 
make plain to the members of the com- 
mission how it was that so many ‘people 
who held tickets for the show were 
turned away. Several complaints were 
lodged against the management. Reisler 
asserted that he had since returned 
1,050 to the holders of tickets who had 

een tinable to gain admission to the 
clubhouse. He insisted that the man- 
agement had done everything .possible 
to protect the boxing patrons, and said 
that whereas his chart of seats showed a 
capacity, of more than $11,000, he only 
took in $6,400, and so far had been un- 
able to discover what had been the 
trouble. 

Chairman Wenck said that Reisler had 
attempted to straighten out the, diffi- 
culties, but the commission reprimandcd 
and warned him not to repeat the mix- 


up. . 
Mickey _ Donnelly lodged a complaint

Johnny Dundee, the Italian light- 
weight, won from Phil Bloom of Brook- 
lyn last night in the feature ten-round 
contest: at the Clermont Athletic Club 
in Brooklyn.

ARMY-NAVY TICKETS $10. 


‘Few: tobe Had from “Speculators 
‘Even at This Price. 


No matter how sincere the effort or 
carefyl the plans to keep the tickets for 
the annual Army-Navy football game 
out of the hands of speculators some of 
them eventually drift to such a method 
of distribution. This year is no excep- 
tion, though the indications are that the 
agencies are by no means overstocked. 
They have some tickets and probably 
will have more. before the end of the 
week, but the price for the pasteboards 
will undoubtedly soar to exorbitant fig- 
ures within a day or two. Already it is 
impcssible to purchase even the most 
undesirable seats for less than $10 each, 
and a higher figure is asked for those 
near the centre of the gridiron, though 
as yet there are not many of them to 
be had. Some idea of the rapidly in+ 
creasing value of the tickets is gained 
from the fact that yesterday morning 
they could be purchased from the agen- 
cies and speculators for $6, while by 
ee they had reached a valuation of 
$10. Today they may be even. higher. 

The New York Baseball Club, which 
has had the distribution of the tickets, 
other than the allotments to the Army 
and Navy, has sold its allowance. This 
was true even last week, the demand 
being far in excess of two years ago 
when the last Army-Navy game was 
held at the Polo Grounds. The only 
seats to be had now are the few in the 
hands of the speculators. Even those 
who y the big prices do so with no 
certainty that their tickets will be hon- 
ored at’ the gate. On each of the tickets 
there is a clause reading ‘‘ This ticket 
was sold by the New ‘York Baseball 
Club for a cash consideration of three 
dollars. Its subsequent transfer at a 
higher. price renders it invalid and sub- 
sequent to such transfer it--w:ll be re- 
fused at the gate for admission to the 
game.” It*will undoubtedly be difficult 
to prove such a transfer, still a record 
of every oe has been kept in the office 
of the New York Baseball Club.and a 
determined effort is to be made to 
stamp out speculation in the tickets. 

There is a possibility, however, that 
the price of tickets. may fall Friday 
night and Saturday. morning. Several 
days’ before the last. game at the Polo 
Grounds the price of ‘tickets went up to 
$10 each, but the night.before the game 
there was a decided drop in values due 
to the arrival of tickets in this city 
from the allotments which had _ been 
made to the Army and Navy. A similar 
condition may occur this year, though 
it. is not. now considered that there will 
be nearly so many tickets derived’ from 
such sources,

4,000 Students Cheer as Football

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ARMY FAVORITE 


Betting Among the Officers of 
Service Branches .Lively— 
Middies’ Year Poor. 


The Army team will go into the game 
a favorite over the Navy when the two 
‘elevens clash before .the season’s most 
distinguished football crowd at the Polo 
Grounds on Saturday afternon. While 
neither. team has been up to the stand- 
‘ard shown in other years, the Navy has 
fared worse in its games. The Army 
has struck a stride which, if it con- 
tinues, should bring the Cadets to the 
top of their form by Saturday. 

There is always a great deal of bet- 
ting between the officers. of. both 
branches of the service over the game, 
and a great many wagers‘ have been 
made here at the Army and Navy Club 
over the outcome.

RALLYING TO THE RAILWAYS’ 
SUPPORT... | 

‘Newspaper readers may have no- 
ticed that the decision of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in the 
Western rate advance ‘case allowed 
the railways something, and thought 
that ended the matter. It rather 
opened it, for the decision was on 
details only, the Commission shirking 
decision in principle upon two points. 
Both ‘are still pending before ‘the 
Interstate Commission, and both are 
covered by the Missouri decision. 
Twice the Interstate Commission was 


asked to say that the railways needed 
an advance in rates as a whole. Both 


times it evaded the decision, object- 
ing that to advance the rates as a 
whole would allow excessive profits 
to some. The Interstate Commission 
also shirked deciding what should be 
done when there is a conflict between 
State and interstate rates. These 
points go to the root of the railway 
question in a@ manner beyond any 
consideration of any single rates. 
They are points of principle upon 
which the country had @ right to look 
to the Interstate Commission for light 
and leading. They are questions 
which Congress referred to the Inter- 
state Commission for decision, and 
which the Constitution makes it the 
duty of the Federal regulators to de- 
cide. But the Interstate Commission 
measures so far below its opportunity 
that it left it to the Commission of a 
State notoriously not friendly to rail- 
ways to decide in their favor. In this 
light the decision of the Missouri 
Commission is an indictment of both 
Congress and the Interstate Com- 
mission. If percharice Congress is not 
satisfied with the present state of the 
railway question there are few sub- 
jects to which it could give more 
profitable attention than supporting 
the principles of the Missouri decision. 

The Missouri Commission had no 
such dffficulty. Its decision is unani- 
mous, following upon its finding that 
the conditions in Missouri aré such as 
prevail throughout the United States, 
namely that the costs of the railways 
Have been so increased by conditions 
over which they have no control that 
they are entitled to raise rates other- 
wise reasonable. The principle upon 
which the freight rates were increased 
was readjustment to the interstate 
rates, which the Interstate Commis- 


sion had found discriminatingly low.

It 
has taken the officials a year or two 
to recover from the shock when the 
farmers of Missouri led the popular 
revolt against the solemn statute ex- 
pressing the opinion that it was in the 
interest of Missouri that the railways 
should hire more labor than they 
needed. Just so the Missouri news- 
papers now are declaring that the 
profits of the railways are more im- 
portant than serving shippers below 
cost. The St. Louis Republic remarks 
that in 1913 nine industries tributary 
to the railways disbursed in St. Louis 
wages of $874,000, and in 1914 
$588,000 less. The Republic says that 
the reason for the reduction of those 
disbursements in St. Louis, affecting 
over ten thousand men for those nine 
industries alone, was that in a good 
railway year railways were unable to 
make normal expenditures ‘‘on ac- 
“count of the reduction in their rev- 
**enues through restrictive legislation 
“in a time of increasing prices for 
“labor and supplies.” The Republic 
declares that it knows this because it 
Placed hundreds of: those thus thrown 
out of employment on the farms of 
Missouri. The Republic says with 
levity that the solemnity which 
sweeps over those amazed at the an- 
nulment of a solemn statute is trivial 
compared with that of heads of 
families who walk the streets in 
Winter without work through the act 
of the Legislature. The Missouri 
newspapers remark the depreciation of 
investments, the reduction of trust 
funds, the threat to the security of 
life’ insurance contracts, and. other 
similar matters which are just as 
pressing outside ‘Missour! as within it. 
The country has long waited for such 
a lead as that which now comes:from 
Missouri. There is need for, such 
nerve as that shown by the Com- 
mission in revolt against the hack- 
neyed and outworn anti-railway issue.

; THE NICARAGUA TREATY. 
The report that a Canadian. com- 


‘| pany has: been negotiating ‘for. “the 


right” ‘of way. across Nicaragua, with, 
the purpose of building a railway 
which might compete in the transpor- 
tution of freight with the Panama 
Canal, lacks verification. Such an 
enterprise would require a great deal 
of capital and the railway ‘could not 
be built very quickly. It would re- 
quire years of patient labor to lay a 
roadbed. But it must be borne tn 
mind that Canadian capital is active 
in Latin-American countries and that 
the..Canadians are a wide-awake 
people. The necessity of early action 
by the United States Senate on the 
treaty with Nicaragua, which bestows 
upon the United States the right to 
build a canal across that country and 
will benefit in other ways both the 
Nicaraguaris and ourselves, is appar- 
ent. It is announced from Washing- 
ton that the Administration will im- 
press upon the Senate the urgency of 
action in this matter, 

There are- other pending. treaties 
with Central American States which 
should not be neglected. If the terms 
of the treaties do not meet Senstorial 
approval they are susceptible of 
amendment. If any of their provi- 
sions conflict with existing treaties, 
those provisions may be modified. 
But the prevailing idea seems to be 
that it is incompatible with the dig- 
nity of the Senate to accept any 
treaty favored by an Administration 
without long delay, and the only other 
objection to recently proposed treaties 
with Central American countries 
which has been put forward is that 
they might enable American capital- 
ists to make more money and are in 
sonieé way associated with “dollar 
diplomacy.” This objection does not 
seem pertinent in the case of the 
Nicaragua treaty.

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COLUMBIA’S MEDICAL MILLION. 

The war has brought and keeps 
bringing so many calls upon the 
generosity of the public that perhaps 
it. is matter of regret rather than 
of surprise that Columbia University 
was unable to raise her half of the 
$2,000,000 needed to take up jointly 
with the Presbyterian Hospital the 
option on the old American League 
baseball park on Washington Heights, 
which was to be the site of a medical 
school and centre worthy of New 
York. It will be unfortunate if the 
time of the option cannot be extended, 
but a suitable situation will no doubt 
‘be found. The hospital was ready 
with its million; the friends of Colum- 
‘bia, the friends of medical teaching 
and research, thé public-spirited citi- 
zens of New York can be depended 
upon to make up Columbia’s contribu- 
tion. 

New York must not be behind,’ it 
must be ahead of, Berlin and Vienna 
in the facilities of medical / science; 
and the great plan devised and 
ripened in the last four years by 
Columbia and the Presbyterian Hospi- 
tal assures that pre-eminence, at 
least, assures New York an adequate 
medical centre equal to the. position 
and demands of this city of marvelous 
and illimitable growth. Between four- 
teen and fifteen millions will be 
needed for the completion of this 
plan, which contemplates a medical 
centre, a gteat general hospital in 
the midst of clinics and special hospi- 
tals; the great endowment of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, now 
conducted at a loss of some $150,000 
a year, modern sufficient buildings, 
the co-ordination of existing and the 
nucleus of future foundations. 

* All this splendid and necessary 
equipment will be furnished in time. 
For the moment, the task is the col- 
lection of Columbia’s million. Owing 
to some sort of misunderstanding be- 
tween the two institutions, Columbia 
had only~ from the latter part of 
August till Nov. 20 in which to find 
her preliminary million. President 
Butumr pleasantly compares the ardu- 
ous and as yet unfruitful job to that 
of the Greek “gentleman named 
Sisyphus,” who was always rolling a 
stone uphill, whence it rolled regularly‘ 
down.

important position. 

As the Government officials had for- 
mally and explicitly denied that this 
was true, the publication of the asser- 
tion in effect accused those officials of 
using: deliberate falsehood to conceal a 
transaction of the utmost moment, and 
naturally this was bitterly resented. In 
any other circumstances, however, than 
those produced by a great war, the Brit- 
ish Government would hardly have gone 
the length it did in silencing a journal- 
istic critic, and even now many will re- 
tain, an impression that there was more 
to the case than has appeared—that 
The Globe might have escaped with 
nothing worse than loss of:reputation as 
accurate and well-informed if it.-had 
done nothing more than state as a ‘fact 
what was, and easily could be proved, 
the reverse of. true. 

Its real offending may have been that 
it compelled the Government not only 
to deny that Lord Krrcnenme had re- 
signed, but also to reveal that he had 
been sent on an important mission to the 
Near East. It may well have been de- 
sired that his’ absence from London 
should be unknown until after his des- 
tination had been reached and his task, 
whatever it was, accomplished, partly 
because thus he could do his designed 
‘work more effectively, and partly be- 
cause the revelation of his departure 
seriously increased the dangers of his 
journey by putting his enemfes on the 
watch for him.

MYTHICAL INDIAN REVOLTS. 


Reports, Through Berlin, That Have 
Proved te be Faise. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was glad to read that the rumors of the 
so-called revolts in India and the deposition 
of the Nizam of Hyderabad have.been offi- 
cially denied by the India Office. When 
they were first -circulated in New York I 
felt no hesitation in stigmatizing the report 
as a lie manufactured in Germany. 

Two more. fabrications of the Teutons 
should now, I feel, be exposed. It was re- 
ported a few days ago from Berlin that the 
Indian troops marching toward Bagdad had 
revolted, and that one: out of ten of the Se- 
poys had to be shot down, I am in a position 
to say that there is.not an. atom of truth 
in the-gtatement. The Indian Army under 
General Nixon its successfully operating, and 
it is now within forty miles of Bagdad. 

Another canard circulated by Germany was 
to the effect that the Ameer of Afghanistan 
was preparing to invade India. We had a 
cable dispatch from Calcutta last Friday 
stating that rot only the Ameer was friendly 
with the British, but was co-operating with 
the British-Indian. authorities to put down 
the almost annual raids perpetrated by the 
tribesmen on the northwest frontiers of India, 
and that he had handed over to the Indian 
authorities the raiders who had escaped to 
Afghanist in.

Traffic,’’ mo men- 
tion .was made or encouragement given to 
the proposition for a subway for Staten 
Island, 


You write: “Te ta all the page to Man- 
hattan whichever way the people tide, pro- 
yided that they are kept within the city and 
hot compelled to, live elsewhere by deficiency 
-Of transit.’* 

‘As the subways are now ‘operating, that 
very principle is violated... The Grand Cen- 
tral Station, with its New York Central and 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
roads, Pennsylvania Terminal, the Long Isl- 
and Railroad Station at Atlantic Avenue, 
Brooklyn; Newark; and Jersey Oity are all 
well connected by means of subways and 
tubes. 

The people who take advantage of these. 
facilities to build their homes and‘pay their 
taxes outside of the city are looking for 
good residential sections within cheap and 
close communication with the city in which 
they work. Staten Island as a residential 
séction is without a peer, and its beauty 
cannot be surpassed. But the only connection 
between Staten Island: anid Manhattan is a 
ferry which takes three times as long on 
clear days ds a subway would, with longer 
intervals, greater dangers, and more sub- 
servience. to weather: conditions, Such a@ 
transit ‘situation has little attraction’ for 
prospective home builders. 

There is room on Staten Island<fof 3,000,000 
people. The taxable possibilities of such a 
proposition: are almost unlimited. It is with- 
in. the power of New York. City to divert 
the throngs of New York workers who are 
now finding homes and paying taxes outside 
of the city toward the sun-kissed hills of 
Staten Island. The best plan is the one ad- 
vanced by William, Wirt Mills; which pro- 
vides two extra tracks for the carrying of 
freight. Such a subway would be .unique. 
It would do what-no other has done—pay 
for itself almost at its inciplency. It would 
line Richmond’s shores with manufactories, 
for it would provide them with freight com- 
munication. It would attract the great 
ocean liners which now pass it to go six 
or seven miles further up into that narrow 
stream, the Hudson, where two ships can- 
not back out at once for fear of a collision, 
and where great coffer-dams must’ be con- 
structed away into aempatean for lack of 
water. width: st nies would 
grasp at the opportunity to-use Staten Isl- 
and’s splendid docking facilities and save 
precious time, if they had the means of 
getting their passengers and freight quickly 
and cheaply into the heart of the city. 

Such a subway would relieve the present 
freight congestion in the port of New York, 
and become a source of revenue to the city 
in carrying of such freight. It would regain 
and keep a large taxable population which 
either has been, or will be, lost to the city.

PRISON PSYCHOLOGY: 


The Good Results of a System Based 
Upon Humane Principles. 


To the Editor of The Netwo York Times? 

In a recent editorial you made a statement 
regarding Mr. Osborne’s plan é& prison reform 
in which you maintain that it is not new, but 
has been followed by other prisons with vary~ 
ing degrees of success, 

To my personal knowledge Mr. Osborne's 
‘system in a modified form ‘has been followed 
in the Montana State Prison for over twenty 
years, if ‘that system is based upon humane 
principles and giving hope and encourage- 
ment to the misguided inmates of a penal 
institution, and that is’ what I understand 
Mr. Osborne’s system to consist in. 

For more than twenty years the inmates 
of the Montana State “Prison have been 
working outside the prison walls, building 
roads, working on farma, and erecting buila- 
ings, sometimes 400 miles away ftom the 
prison. The few guards that the Warden 
sends with thetn are never armed; he has 
fiever had occasion to arm guards, and they 
are always in the position of foremen over 
the men. The instructions that the guards 
always receive from the’ Warden in, “taking 
men out to the various camps are’ ‘to treat 
the men humanely and kindly, but firmly, 
Abusing prisoners inside or outside the prison 
walls Warden Conley has never tolerated, 
and any guard who violates this rule is in- 
stantly dismissed. 

Convicts as a rule are not the enemies-of 
society that reactionary people believe them 
to be. The most.of them are young fellows 
who have violated laws, as much by ‘acci- 
dent as by design, and without any Inten- 
tion of following @ life of crime, or of being 
the enemies of society. I have directed the 
labors of convicts for over eight years in 
this State, and I have never had any trouble 
with them during that time. I have invari- 
ably found them willing to work, ambitious 
to learn, and to please those who direct thelr 
labors. 

The walls and all the buildings of the State 
Prison in Montana are evidences of the in- 
dustry of the {inmates of the prison, and I 
think for its size. it will. compare Mavemmbly 
with any prison In the United Stater. ‘th 
smooth, permanent highways in many parts 
of. this State show what these men can’ do 
when properly directed. _There is no com- 
pulsion necessary in getting the men to work; 
all volunteer willingly, and their behavior in 
camp will compare favorably with that -of 
any equal number of ‘men who have hever 
been inside the walls of a. prison.

SIR ARTHUR W. YOUNG DIES. 


Arctic Explorer Who Found the Rec- 
ords of Lost Franklin Parties. 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—Sir Arthur Will- 
fam Young, the arctic explorer, who was 
navigating officer of the Fox in the suc- 
cessful expedition that found the rec- 
ords of the lost Franklin parties, in 
1857-9, died here today in his eighty- 


sixth year. 

He was born in 1830, and entered the 
mercantile marine at the age of sixteen. 
During the Crimean war, Sir Arthur 
commanded the Marlborough, an East 
Indiaman, and the troopship Adelaide. 
In 1859, after finding the records - the 
Franklin parties, he commande a 
sledge party and traveled 1,400 miles in 
the arctic circle, discovering more than 
880 miles of new coast line. 

After becoming famous for his ex- 
plorations, Sir Arthur went to China and 
assisted the late Admiral Sherard Os- 
born to equip the European-Chinese 
Navy, and commanded the Quan-tung, 
man of war during the Taeping rebel- 
lion of 1862-4. From this he turned to 
exploration again and commanded the 
the first vessel to navigate 
the Peel Straits. In 1876, Sir Arthur re- 
turned to the Arctic, where he com- 
municated with the depots of the Alert 
and Discove in Smith Sound, and in 
1882 commanded the ‘Hope on the Eira 
relief expedition, and rescued the crew 
of that vessel, which wage lost in Franz 
Joseph Sound. 

Sir Arthur belonged to the Marlbor- 
ough, Garrick, and Turf Clubs of Lon- 
don, d the Royal Yacht Squadron at 
Cowes. He was knighted in 1877, be- 
came.a Companion of the Bath in 1881, 
and a Commander of the Royal Vic- 
torian Order in 1903.

FAMOUS ADMIRAL DEAD. 


John Harvey Rainier Saved 3,000 
Turks from Massacre‘ In 1897. 


LONDON, Nov. 22,—Admiral John 
Harvey Rainier, a member of one of 


England’s oldest naval families, died 
on Sunday at Southborough, in his six- 
ty-ninth year. : 

He was descended from the old Hugue- 
not family of Regnier, and was a son 
of the late Rev. George Rainier, vicar 
of Ninfield, a grandson of Vice Admiral 
Sir T. Harvey, K.:C. B., anda great- 
grandson of Vice Admiral Sir H, Har- 
vey and Captain J. Harvey of H. M. 8. 
Bushwick, who was killed at Lord 
Howe’s victory. 

Admiral Rainier entered the Royal 
Navy in 1860 and rose through the va- 
rious grades until:he was made an Ad- 
miral in 1908. Durin 1876-80 he was 
on the Staff and Senior Lieutenant of

he was a member of the Committee on

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COTTON OPENS UP; 
YIELDS TO PRESSURE 


8,777,000 Bales a Trifle 
; Below Expectations. 


NET LOSS OF 5 TO9 POINTS | 


Traders oo Heavy Shipments 
from Southern Points to New 
York WIIl Increase. 


Cotton moved within a range of 14 to 
17 points yesterday, thus showing small 
speculative interest in the market de- 
spite:'the fact that one of the most im- 
portant ginning reports of the season 
was issued. The Census figures place 
the amount of cotton ginned prior to 
Nov..:14 at 8,777,000 bales,’ a trifle be- 
low popular expectations. The market 
opened about 5 points higher, but quick- 
ly yielded. to the pressure of local and 
Southern offerings. The action was 
similar to that which has characterized 
the issuance of all recent reports—the 
moderately bullish figures in each in- 
stance have been nullified by selling 
chiefly from local, bearish operators. 
'The close was steady at a net loss of 5 
to 9 points. 

The Census figures did not indicate 
a large crop, although they are by no 
means confirmatory of the smaller esti- 
mates which were in circulation six 
weeks to two months ago. Close stu- 
dents of the ginning statistics believe 
that they point to a production of about 
13,000,000 to 11,250,000 bales, exclusive 
The deficit under last year 
is most pronounced in Texas and Okla- 
‘homa,.. particularly the latter State, 
which has ginned only 331,000 bales 
against, 870,000 up to the same date 
last season. Texas shows 2,614,000 com- 


;pared with. 8,511,000 last year. 


Some attention is being attracted by 
the, heavy shipments of cotton by ‘rail 
from Southern points to New York. It 
is’ believed that these shipments will 
increase in the near future, owing to 
the freight congestion at Southern 
ports and the inability of steamers to 
handle more cotton: It is understood 
that a good. deal of cotton is coming to 
New . York. by coastwise steamers for 
shipment to Russia. 

The cotton editor of The Memphis 
Commercial Xppeal says: 

“A large bulk of :the American sup- 
py has piled up at the big interior mar- 
‘kets or at..the ports, and for this rea- 
reater pressure on values 
than .it. would:-were it: distributed out 
among the growers and the small mar- 
kets of the belt. Some explanation of 
this accumulation at ports and interior 
markets, however, is had from the hold- 
ing movement prevalent in the South 
and the better facilities furnished in 
the larger markets for storing than the 
smaller points afford.”’ 

Southern spot markets, as officially 
reported, were unchanged. Norfolk and 
Augusta 6 points decline. The local 
market for spot cotton was quiet, un- 
changed. iddling, 11.75c. Futures 
closed steady.

BANK OF MONTREAL 
“GROWS ae WAR 


Past: Year, and the Deposits 
” Also Show Large Gain. | 


The-report of the Bank of Montreal 
for the year ended Oct. 30 shows that 
total assets established a new high 
record when the fiscal period ended. 
Assets amounted to $302,980,554, a 
gain of $43,500,000 over the preceding 
year, of which cash, call-and short 
loans’and balances due from other 
banks totaled $170,007,668,. equivalent 
to 64.27 per cent. of the institution’s 
liabilities to the public. 

Deposits displayed a 
gain, the total of those not bearing 
interest being | $75,745,729, compared 
with $12,689,031, while the interest- 
bearing deposits were $160,277,083, 
against $154,533,643 the year before. 
Current loans amounted to $99,078,506, 
a decline of $9,845,000 from the record 
of 1914. 

The year brought smaller earnings 
than 1914. The profits were $2,108,- 
631, against $2,496,451 the preceding 
year. This was equivalent to 13.18 
per cent. on the paid-up capital stock. 
Of» this. $1,920,000 was paid out in 
dividends and $127,347 was devoted 
to the war tax on banknote circulation.

‘NEW BANKING FIELDS.

portance of frankie action in’ South 
America as an adjunct to the dévelop- 
ment of our commerce with the Latin- 
American republics led the Department 
of Commerce to. authorize‘an‘inquiry by 
William H. Lough of ‘New York. An 
extended report by him based on six 
months of investigation was issued to- 
day in book form by the department 
under the title “‘ Banking Opportunities 
in South America.” , 

British banks, according to. Mr. 
Lough’s report, have taken the lead in 
financing the development of the chief 
South American countries. Five banks 
with an aggregate capital and surplus 
of $60,000,000 and total deposits and 
credits in accounts current of over a 
quarter of a billion dollars, have the 
bulk of the business. The largest and 
most important British institution has 
paid dividends of 20 per cént. anually 
for many years. This institution is the 
London and, River Plate Bank, which 
was established in 1862, and has now 
a@ paid-up capital of $9,000,000, with 
about thirty branches, including sub- 
sidiary banks in Brazil, Chile, and Peru. 
The ‘other British banks, while paying 
smaller’ dividends, have all established 
themselves. firmly. 

German interests combined, and there 
are four banks. These have developed 
largely as a part of the German plan. of 
assisting commercial development, al- 
though Mr. Lough says, so far as South 
America is concerned, there is no evi- 
dence that the German Government has 
lent its active assistance to the upbuild- 
ing of these institutions. They have 
rather been the product of German busi- 
ness organization, by which each of sev- 
eral groups of industries centres around 
its own particular bank. In furthering 
the interests of these industries the 
banks have found it desirable to estab- 
lish themselves in South America.

The $19,400,000 Pennsylvania Railroad 
sterling consolidated mortgage 4 per 
cent. bonds which English bankers aré 
now buying in the London market 
eventually will find their way to this 
country. It is understood that promi- 


nent New York bankers are behind the 
movement. 

It has been suggested that the Penn- 
sylvania- Railroad is pains up the 
bonds* with a view of issuing dollar 
bonds in this country in exchange. Such 
a‘plan would prove profitable at this 
time ‘because of the low sterling 'ex- 
change rates. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road may take this course ultimately, 
but it could not be considered unless a 
great part of the bonds were. bought 
up.

The sharpest contepveney: arose over 
the selection of Richmond as the Re- 
serve City of the Fifth District, rather 
than Baltimore, which is regarded as the 
great banking and commercial centre of 
the upper South. It was charged that 
if Mr. Williams had not been a citizen 
of Richmond it would never have been 
thought of as the banking capital of 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Mr. Williams had the support today of 
Secretary McAdoo, and after a thorough 
expression of views the board agreed 
to make no changes at this time. In or- 
der to stop agitation of the whole sub- 
ject rearrangement of reserve districts, 
all pending appeals were placed in the 
same category and all were postponed. 

Inthe statement given out by the 
board, to which each member ‘gave his 
approval, it was announced that further 
investigation must be had before any 
action could be taken. The action of the 
board today, however, will be as nearly 
permanent as the course of events will 
allow it to be.

Price of Danville were associated with 
Mr. Schwab in the deal. 

When completed the new plant will em- 
ploy about 1,000 men, and enough orders, 
chiefly munitions of war, are in hand to 
keep it running continuously for two 
years, according to the announcement.

Those of Nottingham Lace Hereafter 
to.Pay 60: Per Cent. 


Customs officials have been notified by |. 


the Treasury Department that a lower 
duty than 60. per cent. ad: valorem: 
should be taken on finished Jace win- 
dow curtains made on the Nottingham 
‘lace machine and composed..of cotton 
or.other vegetable fibre. It was brought 
to the attention of the department by 
the Correct Valuation. Report Bureau, 
composed of customs experts, that a va- 
riance existed at the different ports rel- 
nos bi to the classification of these curr 


It appeared, for instance, that the ap- 

raiser at Cleveland returned the cur- 

ins at 60 per cent. ad.valorem as 
‘scalloped articles’? under Paragraph 
358, while Appraiser Sague of this port 
taxed the articles under the specific 
provision for Nottingham goods in Par- 
agraph 265, at 35, 40, or 45 per cent.’ ad 
valorem, according to the number of 
points or spaces between the warp 
threads to the inch. The appraiser here 
reported that he found’ as the result 
of an investigation that out.of a sam- 
ple collection of over 300 different pat- 
terns of Nottingham lace curtains in 
the stocks of an importing firm of this 
city only one curtain was finished with 
a straight edge, all the others being 
scalloped, Inquiry made of another firm 
disclosed that all of the Nottingham lace 
curtains in its stocks were finished with 
a scalloped edge. . 

Axsistant Secretary: Peters s2ia in his 
order that, as the result of the investi- 
ere proved that practically all of the 

ottingham goods in question are fin- 
ished with a scalloped edge, it would 
seem that they more properly fell un- 
der the specific provision for such 
goods, since the curtain not so ‘finished 
was the exception. A recent decision 
of the Board of General Appraisers is 
cited, dealing with the construction to 
be placed on the embroidery_ provisions 
of the law. The theory advanced in 
that decision, the department. holds, 
applies in principle to the curtains. 
Officials are directed. hereafter to -re- 
turn the goods at the lower rates.

RIOTING AT LONDON, ONT. 


Scores - Injured-.In Battle Between 
Recruits and Police. ° 


Special to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Ont., Nov.: 22,+Bad blood 
between members of the -Thirty® 
third Battalion, Canadian Expeditionary 
Forces, and the local police culminated 
tonight in rioting. For more than four 
hours squads of police fought hundreds 
of soldiers armed -with bricks and 
cobblestones. |The .police fired many 

shots from their xevolvers, but de- 
pended mainly on ‘their clubs. So. far 
as can be learned sno one was shot, 
‘but scores of soldiers’ and police were 
taken to Victoria Hospital suffering 
with cracked skulls; ‘five policemen 
were knocked. unconscious. 

The Thirty-third men are due to leave 
for the front skortly. The trouble 
Started when a traffic officer, stationed 
in the heart: of tne city,..was knocked 
on his face by. a party of soldiers., Ser-
